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The Committee and Advisory Panel will review preliminary analysis being 

prepared for a New England Fishery Management Council Discussion Document on 

spawning of Atlantic herring on Georges Bank and discuss possible next steps. They will 

provide input on a debrief of the Management Strategy Evaluation (MSE) process used to 

develop Amendment 8 to the Atlantic Herring Fishery Management Plan.
